A CHRISTMAS VANQUET,

English and American people read of 
meatless and fatless days. It is not the 
absence of meat, but the absence of fat, 
Butterless war bread and 
acorn coffee, now sweetened, not with 
auger, but: with saccharine, form -a 
monotonous breakfast that is: almost 
nauseating.

A CHEMIST'S. TESTIMONY. 


Returning to tho question, of fat and 
grease as essentials of life, I had a long 
conversation with a German chemist of 
more than German reputation. His con- 
versation summarized was-ay- follows 

How long,” -he'asked, ‘‘ do. you thi 
these English can. hold “out? "It “is 
always the English, be it observed, never 
the French or Russians. 1 replied, as 
delicately as I could, that on previous 
occasions when. the English had gone to 
war they had lasted a very long time. 
The conversation took place about three 
weeks ago, “ Can. they Inst till Janu- 
ary?” he said, ‘“ Which January?”’ I 
replied.’ Next January.” IT suggested 
that most Americans other. than tho 
hyphenates were of opinion that Eng- 
land, Australia, New, Zealand, Canada, 
and the rest. of them would last a great 
meny Januarys. ‘“But they are very 
short of food, aren’t they?” he said, 
told. him that I bad not. heard of any. 
deficiency: in England. e asked me to 
call’ upon him next day. when-ho repeat- 
ed, the questions. His ‘view of the Ger- 
man situation was exactly. as follows— 
it is only one opinion, but it is a dis- 
tinguished opinion. j 

“Our principal difficulties,” he said, 
“ gre three. ‘the necessity for propping 
up all those .wretched Austrians with a 
stiffening of our good. Prussians and 
Bavarians: the absence of the heavy 
Chilean nitrates essential to the pro: 
ductivity of our farms, and the terrible 
fat proposition. Our nitrates extracted 
from the air served us very well this year, 
because it was a damp year. It helped 
tig to produce beet, though not nearly as 
good -as that obtained from South Ame- 
rican nitrates, The hect is one: of. the 
most puzzling roots of all. Its saccharine 
preranr cannot be told.by appearances 

ut only by close chemical analysis. ‘Uho 
absence of our old imported. fertilizers 
means a steady -decrense in the produc- 
tion of sugar.and a dozen other staples. 

“The o1f difficulty ig almost insuper- 


able. You have doubtless seen the many ]- 


thousands of acres sown with sunflowers 
and poppies, Our oil extraction from 
these has been unexpectedly successful, 
-but_it is, of course, ‘only a thimbleft 


of sardines to whatever is cooked-in-it. 
The stoppage of the sardine and other 
imports would have a material effect 
upon the length of the war, . 


Another article that is to be found in 
abundance everywhere is chocolate in its 
yarious forms. Recent blockade measures 
have increased the price of cocoa in 
Berlin by some 40 per cent., but there are, 
I know, immense stores.of chocolate and 
oncoa in Germany. Unlike tho Anglo- 
Saxons, the Germans are a strictly saving 
and far-seeing people. Every German 
household able to do it has supplies of 
some sort or ather laid in. -On Septem- 
ber Ist. a fond inventory. was. taken 
throughout ‘the whole Empire by - a 
house-to-house visitation, any .case of
